of murders still come under the head of sensational news and 
are eagerly read by lovers of sensation, but they make but a 
slight impression on the community, which speedily become: 
engrossed in other matters, and by many people a murder i: 


• practically forgotten within a few weeks or months after lh< 


commission of (he crime.

merly, society has'iiol yet progressed so far in (he direction o 
indifference as not lo be somewhat slarllcd by the frankly 
expressed expectation of a New York slate woman, who con 
fesses (hat she killed her husband, thai she will be acquitlcc 
when the lime comes for trial. 


This woman was the wife of a millionaire named Lcbaudy 


and at (heir home in Westbury, N, Y., a few days ago she 
shot her-lnisband dead wilh a revolver from which she sen 
five bullets into his body. She was speedily in the custody ol 
officers, lo whom she freely admitted the crime. She said the. 
man deserved his fate and expressed the belief (hat she will be 
acquitted, like two other women under similar circumstances 
in the same parl of the state within (he last few years. 


This shows plainly lhat the lax methods of handling murder 


cases is having just (he effect that might be expected. This 
paper and other papers have commented on the dangers in- 
herent in the practice of converting murder cases into farces. 
That Ihis is done in altogether too many instances is a mailer 
qf common knowledge. One of (he results is a feeling on Ihe 
parl of persons charged wilh murder that there is Illllc danger 
of suffering the extreme penally, with a fair chance for prac- 
tically no punishment at-all beyond the cost and (rouble of 
making the legal iiglU necessary lo sidelrack Ihe law. 


U is a.dangerous-situation, and the longer il is neglected Ihe 


more difficult will be Ihc work of correclipn. 


Some years ago there sprung.up an agilafion againsl cap- 


ital junishmeiit, the argument being lhal public sentiment was 
so strongly, opposed to this penally .lhal if was dirllcull lo se- 
cure convictions in cases where Ihe guill of defendants was 
plainly evident.-. It was contended thai if. imprisonment for 
life were made the penally for murder ihe.cliflicully in secur- 
ing convictions would be removed. 
The agitation had its 


effect, for some'slales abolished capital punishment, and in 
most of them that: have not done this nhirders are seldom 
executed. The verdicl is either something besides murder in 
Ihe first degree or t'hte death sentence Is commuted to life im- 
prisonment,-with pardon following in a few years in many 
instances. 


Under the circumstances 
if is not strange lhal persons 


facing (he charge of murder have liflle fear of the extreme 
penalty, however aggravated the crime'. 'And now^ comes the 
case of a confessed murderer who not only expects lo e'scape 
; the penalty, but to escape conviction, boldly quoting precedent 


as the basis of her expectation.
